The most popular, most widely distributed, 


most often quoted and most misunderstood 


book in the world is 
the Bible. 


For generations it has been printed in 


ever increasing numbers, in all the languages 


of mankind, and it has been carried to the 


furtherest corners of the earth by zealous 


workers, that it might bring light and life 


to those in darkness. 
Always it holds its 


place among the hest sellers, and in spite 


of the growing tendency to materialism in 


these days it remains the supreme authority. 


But the Bible is misunderstood and mis­ 


used even by many of those who claim to 


revere it and to follow its teachings. 
Let 


us consider some of the things that the Bible 


is not. 


The Bible is not a hook of magic. 
Some 


folkc seem to hold to the belief that by plac­ 


ing a Bible on the table in the living room, 


or bv carrying a pocket testament, they can 


ward off the attacks of evil. 
It is 
good 


luck 
to have the Book around. 
Bad spirits 


will pass you by. 
This view is hardly above 
the grade of heathen superstition, for cer­ 
tainly the Bible is of value only in so far as 
its teachings are written into the lives of men. 


The Bible is not a fortune telling device. 


Perhaps you have known of some one who 


tried to use it so, by opening the Book at 


random and selecting blindly some verse by 


which to be guided. 
There are others who 


search its pages for prophecies of coming 


events, wars, pestilence, disasters, and the 


end of the world. 
They make strange com ­ 


binations of widely scattered texts and draw 


weird conclusions. 
Every great 
conqueror 


in the past fifteen centuries has been identi­ 


fied by some Bible student as the fulfillment 


of some prophecy of Daniel or Revelations. 


lime after time the end of the world has 


been dated by the same method. 
And to 


what purpose? 
No, the Bible is not a 


fortunetelling hook. 


And the Bible is not a textbook on science, 


history, astronomy, biology or geology, to 


he used in revealing the secrets of creation. 


While it deals with historical and scientific 


facts, these are incidental to the main pur­ 


pose. and the Bible certainly was never in­ 


tended to take the place of scientific inves­ 


tigation and research. 
I he Bible flatly 


states that certain things are or were facts, 
hut it does not go into detail as to how they 
came to he. 
It says, “ In the beginning. God 
created the heavens and the earth, 
and 
then leaves it for man to study the processes. 


The Bible is not a collection of proof 
texts, to be cleverly arranged for the pur­ 
pose of proving what the student wishes 
might he true. 
We could save ourselves a 
vast amount 
of 
misunderstanding 
if 
we 
would take the Bible for what it says and 
quit trying to read into it what we would 
like to make it prove. 


I he Bible is not even a 
textbook on 


theology. 
Most of our theological systems 
have come out of the studies of philosophers 
who have sought to delve into the methods 


bv which God works. 
I he Bible does not 


set up any such elaborate system. 


I he Bible is none of these things. 
It is 
a collected account of God’s dealings with 
a people through whom Me chose to reveal 
Himself to men. 
The Bible, according to 


the pronouncement of one great Christian 


denomination, “contains the Word of God. 


It reveals His character and His will for 


men, and it points to the Way of Life, in 


Jesus. 


The Bible is a safe and complete guide 


to life and happiness for mankind, when it 


is given a fair chance. 
It gives the basis 


for individual and social life on a plane which, 


if generally adopted, would usher in 
the 


“ Kingdom of God” on earth, here and now. 


When misused, abused and perverted by its 


readers, the Bibb* becomes a battle ground 


for dogmatists, and its purpose is thwarted. 


Approach the Bible, not to establish that 


your own prejudices, or even your convic­ 


tions, are correct, but to discover what is 


the truth. 
When you have found the truth, 


even a little hit of it. follow it. 
Perhaps 


it will lead you away from your pet pre­ 


judices, but 
follow it and you will 
find 


more truth. 


The Bible, when you use it rightly, be­ 


comes the veritable “Word of G od” to you. 


If you insist on misusing, do nt blame the 


Bible or its Author if it leads to disappoint­ 


ment and disaster. 
I here is no magic in 


it. 
\o u must treat it as your teacher, not 


as your servant.

"check-book" money, In 1929 th a t very materially 
helped in reducing prices. 
This reduction in prices 
made it to the advantage of those people who had 
currency lo refuse to trade this currenev for labor 
to produce new wealth. 
Prices were dropping so 
raj»«4»* 
that by waiting, a man could build more 
a year later than the property and the y e a rs e a rn ­ 
ings on the property togetlier would amount to. 
This stagnated business and caused unemployment. 
It is almost universally conceded by people who 
have made a stud) of money that neither Hie b an k ­ 
er* nor the politicians can be trusted to m anage 
long time credit used as a substitute for money. 
It is true th at the bankers were supposed to loan 
only on ninety-dav paper but they invariably lo an ­ 
ed w-jth the verbal understanding t i n t the loans 
would be renewed, so in reality they became long 
time loan* and had the same effect on prices as 


increased supply of gold. 
As we have stated before, the Constitution, while 
it gave congress the right to coin and r.'arillate the 
value of money, it had no intention of attem pting J 
to determine how 
much of other things could be 
purchased with a given am ount of money. 
The ! 
real intent of tin* authorization in the Constitution 
was to give congress the right to guarantee the ' 
purity of money and to protect the people from hay- j 


ing adulterated specie, or forged 
pieces of paper i 
supposed to represent warehouse receipts for actual I 
specie.

The condition so m e­ 
times spreads from one child to 
another in schools. A t tim es It has 
been

in

schools th at special schools have 
been developed for children with 
ringworm. 
When the spots are 
examined,

infestation. The condition is diffi­ 
cult to tre a t in the scalp because 
of the presence of the hair. 
Most cases, however, incline to

treatm ent. 
In m any instances the doctor will 
arrange to remove the hair either 
by the use of wax substance or 
by the use of the X -ray. After the 
hair falls out or is removed, the 
areas of infection are treated with

A TAPESTRY OF LIFE 


Every human being is granted by fate, 
the shuttle with which to weave his tapestry 
of life. 
Sometimes that shuttle is knowl­ 
edge. or wealth, or humanitarianism.

Again it may be avarice, envy, hatred, ignor­ 
ance, or any one of similar hated and ab- 
hored qualities. 
But this shuttle has much 
to do with the design of the tapestry which 
each of us must weave. 
Few of us can ever hope to equal with 
our lifetime’s labors, the beautiful tapestry 
left by the late Dr. John I. Clark. He wove 
it with his shuttle of kindliness toward his 
fellow man.

standing physicians in the entire community. 
There was genial humor, that made him a 
ray of sunshine in every sick room he ever 
visited.

There was generosity and friendliness and 
cheerfulness. And all these have added coloi 
and beauty to the pattern which he left 
behind him. 
Perhaps no other profession 
than medicine so implicitly follows the Bibli­ 
cal precept to “Let not thy right hand know 
what thy left hand doeth.” 
Few medical 
men in this community but what have a list 
of charities that would amaze us if we ever 
knew. 
And Dr. Clark was one of the lead­ 
ers among these. 
He carried his powers oi 
healing and his powers of cheer, into in­ 
numerable homes where poverty reigned, 
just as freely as into those of affluence.
